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The Proceedings at the Seftions 
io the Old bayly, on Wedneſday the r3th 
of chis Inſtance January 167%. 


Or co trouble the Reader with a 
tedious Relation of things crivial 
or impertinent, the moſt conſide- 
derable or remarkable Tranſadi- 

ons of this Seſſions were as follows. 

Firſt, the tryal of chat grand and notori- 
ous Impoſtor Lodowick Muggletou, of whom 
to give the world a brief Account, we muſt 
acquaint you, that he was originally a Jour- 
nyman- Taylor, and ( ſome fay) afterwards 
kept a Botchers ſtall; bur having a ſtrange 
enthufiaſtick head, began abour the year 
1651, to enter into Confederacy with one 
Reeves (another Brother of che Sheers) who- 
reſolve to cut out a new Scheme or Faſhion 
of Religion ; and to that ,purpole declare 
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themclves, The Wc V Vienefles. of God 
atever ſhogld-b& upon the Earch'; apd that 
-- they had abſolute and irrevocable power to 
ſlave and damn whom they pleas'd ; to which 
x hrojuns call'd himſelf che Bleſſeng, the other 
the Curſeng Propher. And the (aid Reeves 
dying ſome years ſince, Muggleton pretends 
his Spirit was lefe with him, and the whole 
power of Witneſſing, Bleſſeng, and Curſing, 
devolved into his hands, which he as im ; 
piouſly pratiſed upon the leaſt affront or 
oppoſition ; pronouncing perſons dainn'd by 
their particular Names , blaſphemonſly ad- 
ding, That God, Angels, or Men could not 
afterwards ſave them. And as all Here- 
ticks covet to be Authors and Ring-leaders 
ro a Sect, fo by divers printed Books and 
Corner conferences, he eaſily ſeduced divers 
weak and inſtable people { eſpecially of the 
Female-Sex) to become his Preſelytes, who 
trom him call themſclves Muggletonians : So 
impoſlible ic is for the wildeſt and moſt ſenſe. 
leſs, as well as moſt impioas Notions , when. 
broached with impudence among the Rabble, 
not co meer with ſome heads (o irregular as to 
embrace them for ferious Truths, or divine

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This Murggleton's bouſe being ſearched a- 
bour Auguſt Jaſt, a great quantity of his books 


' were (eized, fome of which,ie was now proved, 


he owned the wricing of , and that he had 


caus'd them to be printed 3- for which he was 


now indicted, many wicked Paſſages out of 
them being reciced in the Indiment, but (o 
horrid and blaſphemous, char we think fir to 
ſpare che Chriſtian modeſty of each pious 
ear, by not repeating the ſame here, where 
there is no neceſſity for it. The Priſoner 
pleaded nor guilty, bur fruſtrated the gene- 
ral expeGacjon, by ſaying noching further et- 
ther to excuſe or - juftifie himſelf, but had a 
Counſel appear'd for him, who iogenuouſly 
declar'd. himſelf. atham'd co fpeak a word 
in favour of ſuch a Cauſe ; onely defired the 
Court to take notice, that the Books were 
dated before the Jaſt At of Grace 3 butic 
bciag uſual tro Antedate or Poſt-date Titles 
of baoks, as beſt ſuirs with the Publiſher's in- 
cereſt, and that he had fince that AR owned 
and publiſhed the ſame, chac Plea was over- 
rul'd'; and the {aid Maggleton being found 
guilty by the Jury, was atrerwards ſencenced 
by.che Court co ſtand three days in the a 
ory 


lory at three the moſt eminent places of the 
City, with Papers ſhewing his Crime z and 
his Books fo (ſeized, divided into three parts, 
eo be burnt over his head upon the Pillory : 
Ard befides , to be fined Five honndred 
pound, and to continue in Goal till che ſame 
be paid, and afterwards for his life, noleſs he 
procured good Bail, ſuch as the Cqure ſhould 
accepr of, and not of his own Gang, Fa. 
gion, or SeR, for his being of the good Be- 
havivur.

A man was likewiſe Condemned 


to die for a kind of unuſual Crime, but 
ſuch asthe Law, by reaſon of its bad: 
example and miſchievons tendency, 
has thought fic to reflratn-with _ 
Puniſhmene - which was, that there 
being a Suit at Law depending be= 
tween two perſons, the Priforter comes 
and perlonating another man, 1s Bayl 
for one of the parties before a Judge ; 
upon which after wards the man whoſe 
name he had aſſumed knowing no- 
thing of the buſineſs, was taken up, to . 
his great damage, fc. He beggd
